CHICAGO, June 23.—"Boys, I was in the great war but in 


this mine war they didn't give us a chance," declared Fred Ber- 
nard, Chicago man, one of four guards who escaped death after 
having been taken prisoner by the enraged union miners of Wil- 
liamson county, who yesterday horrified the nation when they 
massacred nearly a score of men after they had surrendered. 


Bernard, wearing a hat, pierced with a bullet, snatched from 


the dead body of one of his comrades left in the woods, reached 
Chicago today. His life, he saia, he owed to a membership in the 
Elks. 


Bernard told a graphic story of the killings of yesterday 


which threaten the establishing of maitial law in the "war zone." 


"I saw them beating one of our men to death," Bernard said, 


"and then after his body lay motionless on the ground, two men 
with automatics pumped him full of slugs. 


"One of our guards was caught in the wire entanglements; 


they filled him full of lead.* 


"I managed to escape this, disobeying command. When the 


commander of the miners said, 'turn right' I turned left. 
I 


plunged heaalong forward. 


"A hail of lead flew all around me. I fell to the ground. 


There I lay, more dead than alive, and was captured. 
" 'Let's bump him off, said one of the miners. 


"I said, 'boys, I'm done for, but, my God let me tell you the 


truth.' 


" 'I have a union card In my pocket. Go ahead and kill me, 


but I swear by God that I came down here with the understand- 
ing that this was a union job. Go ahead now and do your worst. 
But I say, 'is there an Elk here?' 


"One man stepped forward, I was called to one side and gave 
the password. 


"One fellow said: 'I don't know whether we can get you out 


alive. 
There's ten thousand armed men in the neighborhood, 


and there's only one road that isn't guarded.' 


"They took me away in a little machine. Finally I got away. 
"Those fiends did not want anybody to get away; they did not 


want the story to come from an eye-witness." 


Nitro Glycerine 
Explosion Blows 
2 Men to Atoms 


WELLSVILLE, 0. June 23 — 


Two men were instantly killed, 
three other persons narrowly es- 
caped serious injury and three 
houses were badly damaged today 
when a consignment of nitre-gly- 
cerin exploded in an automobile 
on a street here today. 


It will be impossible to find all 


part of the bodies of the two vic- 
tims. Part of one body was hurl- 
ed 100 yards against the side of a 
house. 


The explosion caused the col- 


lapse of a section of the roof of 
the home of John Thomas, plaster 
falling on a woman and two chil- 
dren who were asleep. 


The homes of Edward 
James 


and Edward Thomas were also 
damaged, 
while windows were 


broken in a half dozen dwellings. 


Only the front wheels jof the 


automobile carrying the explosive 
were found. 


The nitro glycerin -was being 


taken to Jewett, police believe. 


The identity of both victims of 


the explosion was definitely es- 
tablished at 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing as James Kane, 40, nitro gly- 
cerin manufacturer and oil shoot- 
er of Jewett, and A. B. Curry, 38, 
of Bremen, Kane's helper.
